Rabal and Mini were both 


charged in the informations with, 
selling Intoxicants 
Saturday to 


Matthew McCaffrey. IT, of near 
Amboy. Rabel sold him six cans 
of beer and Mini, a bottle of 
whisky.

"The minors themselves are 


wrong and at fault for even en- 
tering these places and purchas- 
ing aleoholie liquors, and they aa 
-well a* the owners and operators 


of the taverns should be pun- 
ished. 
"It is certainly going to be my 
^ suggestion that these minors who 


drive cars shall not be permitted 
to do so for at least a period of 
one year, and that in the future 
they and their parents both -know 
where they will be during their 
nights away from home. We have 
recently had accidents in Lee coun- 
ty in which a minor girl was killed 
and another minor who will prob- 
ably never walk again. It is a 
major worry and concern not only 


•0to all parents but to every citizen 


when serious mishaps occur. To- 
days the cars are faster, there are 
more of them and many of them 
are being driven by minors. At 
best there are thousands of acci- 
dents which result from careless- 
ness, but when minors have been 
drinking it merely increases the 
danger both to themselves and to 
other persons driving on the high-' 
way.

"I certainly want to help these 


boys, who incidentally in my 
opinion are all good boys, their 
parents and the people of this 
County. Certainly a good way 
to start is to take steps to stop 
the sale of intoxicating liquors to 
minors, Mid I am recommending 
to the court that each of the de- 
fendants pay the maximum fine 
of $500 and costs with the warn- 
ing that any future violation may 
Q cause the revocation of their lie-, 
^ censes. 


"The only pleasant feature of this

The third defendant, Oester, was

In each instance, the purchasers 


were minors, under 31, and such 
sales violated Illinois statutes for- 
bidding sales to minors. 


Violation of the liquor statute 


was discovered Saturday night 
when Raymond Keith Harrison.

Keep It Simple for Bridge Novice 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


The ideal book on bridge for be- 


ginners shouldn't make the mis- 
Uk« of teaching them all- the 
tricks. Maybe that's why my friend 
and associate, Freddie Bheinwold, 
keeps things simple and light in 
his brand new "First Book of 
Bridge," written for teen-age boys 
and girls. 
'In today's hand, the Spade and 
heart suits are tdken from his 
bbok. He points out that South can 
make two spade tricks by leading 
the queen of spades from dummy 
and letting it ride for a finesse. 


;If East makes the mistake of 


covering the queen of spades with 
the king. South wins with the ace 
and then returns a spade to finesse 
dummy's nine. This gives South 
three spade tricks instead of only 
two. 


East should play low on the first 


spade, allowing dummy's queen to 
win the trick. If declarer then con- 
tihucs by leading the Jack of 
spades. East correctly plays the 
king. This limits South to two 
spade tricks. 


The situation is just the reverse 


in hearts. Declarer leads the queen 
of hearts rrom dummy, and "this 
time East must play his king. This 
limits South to two heart tricks. 
If East failed to cover, the queen 
of hearts would win, and declarer 
could then continue by finessing 
the jack of hearts. 


Shemwold explains all of this in 


the simplest language, but he does- 
n't tell the full story of what hap- 
pened when today's hand was play* 
ed. West led the queen of clubs, 
and Sheinwold, who was playing 
the South hand, saw at a glance 
that he might be limited to two 
tricks in each suit if he simply 
played "according to the book." 


To avoid this fate he played a 


low club from dummy and dropped 
the six of clubs from hi* own hand.

ar family wh,o tried to enlist but 
a* turned down he wa* even Uiea 


suffering from the very *ame 
'complaint that now lay* him low 
i* plainly unfair. Thi* Is the way 
toward universal free medical and 
Hospital, care, that horrible thing 
which the .British brought upon 
themselves under their Socialist 
government If a veteran'has no 
money and his wife and children 
are destitute, what about his broth 
era and sisters? What about the 
wife'* relative*? It ia not th 
answer to say that they would 
rather sleep in the park and 
scratch garbage can.v The non 
service man's wife and children 
presumably are Just as nice ant 
sensitive, and long human expert 
ence shows that many families do 
rally when disaster strikes. If 
not, then the regular civilian pub- 
lic "facilities" should be good 
enough for the veteran. 


The thing to do 1* to build up 


the civilian "facilities" so that 
they can take care of veterans 
too. Including even "amputees.' 
There is no special type of anat- 
omy or pathology in veterans. 


New" York civil hospitals ban 


die amputations, gunshot wounds, 
cerebral and visceral cases every 
day of the year. They are In bad 
shape from overcrowding and lack 
of 
enlargement, 
but 
veterans' 


preference and the^ veterans' hos- 
pital system 'are one of the impor- 
tant contributory reasons why the 
civil hospitals have lagged. The 
tax money has been drained off. 
People have much leas money left 
to give to hospital "drives." The 
federal hospitals can pay higher 
wages for nurses and clerks; they 
offer civil service protection and 
continuity of income for doctors; 
and they tend to become clubs for 
many of the patients and the em- 
ployes. A* the co*t of veterans' 
lospitals increases, the difficulty 
in expanding and improving civil- 
.an "facilities" increases in about 
the same proportion.

THE DOCTOR SAYS; 


Operation Best Treatment 
For Cataracts of the Eyes 


Although cataract* have been 


discussed in this column on sever- 
al occasions, this eye condition be- 
come* a matter of extreme impor- 
tance to many thousands 
every 


year. !t is almost undoubtedly be- 
coming more and more common. 


Mr*. G., for example, aaya, "I 


have bilateral cataracts, and am 
at year* old, my vision 1* 20/60, 
and there seems to be no change 
that can be made in glasses that 
will help. Do you think I ahould 
be operated on?" 


Now it is not possible to decide 


without •direct examination, 
and 


without knowing all the facts. Just 
whan a cataract ahould be operat- 
ed on. but the subject can be dis- 
cussed in general terms. First, 
what i* It? . 


A cataract involves that portion 


of the eye which serves as a lens. 
The lens is normally clear but be- 
come* clouded in cataract and this 
produce* a blurring of vision. Per- 
haps it can b« explained best by 
comparing it with the lens ef a 
camera. If a camera lens is not 
clean a picture taken with it will 
be blurred and "fuizy." 


How much fuzzlness there is de- 


pend* on the amount of cloudiness 
in the lens. If only part of the 
lens Is involved, part of what is 
•een may be clear and part hazy. 


If the whole lens is clouded, then 
all objects will be. blurred. 


A beginning cataract in which 


the clouding is slight is called 
"incipient." When the process of 
clouding has been completed it i* 
called "ripe," or mature. Unfor* 
tunately, medical 
treatments — 


that ia drugs that have so far been 
discovered — have not proved of 
value in dissolving material which 
clouds the lens, nor can they re- 
store normal vision. Glasses, 'of 
course, also cannot remedy the 
situation. 
VISION RESTORED 


Operation is the best treatment 


for cataract. When the cataract 
it mature, it can be removed a 
full vision restored in uncomp'li- 
cated cases. Surgery of the eye 
has been so much improved that 
it is sometimes possible to re- 
move the lens with a cataract in 
it at early stages of development 


There is no reason to believe 


that eyeatrain leads to the devel- 
opment of cataract, though, of 
course, eyestrain should be avoid- 
ed for other reasons. 
Heredity, 


and particularly increasing 
seem to have more to do with 
cases of cataract lhan anything 
else.

agreement that union members 
would handle only 'inside tape', 
that it — tape which is perforated 
on the newspaper premises," dark 
•aid. "The publishers, more or 
less arbitrarily, put in teletype- 
setter news service last'January. 
The union took the position that the 
contract had been violated, and the 


matter was referred to the Joint 
standing committee." 


Clark said the other issue was 


the selection of the fifth member 
of the standing committee to act as 
an arbiter. 


"The contract provided that dur 


ing pendency of a dispute of this 
nature," Clark said, "provisions 
prior to the dispute should be main 
talned. So, the men have recently 
declined to process any outside 
tape although they did handle in. 
side tape." 


Refuse to Handle 


Clark said the union is against 


processing tape on copy which has 
been received in the form of clip- 
sheets or printed matter, such as 
syndicate copy and features. 


The publisher of the Rock Island 


Argus, Ben Potter, said that the 
printers have refused to handle 
news service teletypesetter tape 
during the last few days. 


The other newspapers had not 


used wins service tape for several 
days prior to the strike because the 
printers objected to handling It.; 


Both sides have been negotiating 


since Sept is. The old contract 
expired Nov. l. Some 125 printers 
voted to strike Sunday.
